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ADVISORY COMMITTEE STUDYING 
METHOD OF SELECTING CITY MAYOR

Should there be a change in the city’s system of electing a 
mayor, and if so, what should it be? This was the question before 
the city council’s advisory committee on nominations and elections 
last Tuesday evening. 

Currently, the voter can vote for 
up to five members for the five 
seats on city council. The mayor 
is selected from among those elec¬ 
ted, and traditionally (there has ne¬ 
ver been an exception) the person 
selected by council is the highest 
vote-getter. 

Greenbelt’s mayor is the spokes¬ 
man for the council and the city 
at public functions. He chairs the 
council meetings, and to some de¬ 
gree, can control the character and 
length of those meetings. Other 
than that, he has no powers that 
the other councilmembers do not 
also enjoy. He has no veto power; 
he makes no policy decisions on 
his own. 

So, one of the first questions ask¬ 
ed by the committee was, why 
change the present system? And 
to the citizens what real difference 
does it make who is elected mayor? 

And, even if the voter has a prefer¬ 
ence for mayor, does it really mat 
ter very much if his preference is 
not chosen? 

Why Change? 

Why change the present system? 

Former mayor and current mayor 
pro tern, Gil Weidenfeld, feels that 
most people have a preference for 
mayor. And. in order to gjye grea 
ter strength to their choice, they 
tend to bullet vote—vote for only 
one candidate so that that candi¬ 
date might pile up the votes. (The 
city cierk, Gudrun Mills, pointed 
out that an average of 3.95 votes 
was cast in the last election even 
though there were only six candi¬ 
dates for the city council. There¬ 
fore, most people did not bullet 
vote.) 

Weidenfeld suggested that since 
people generally wanted to express 
their choice for mayor, why not give

them the opportunity by adding to 
the ballot a second line containing 
the names of those council candi¬ 
dates who wished to be considered 
for the post of mayor and let the 
voter have a chance to cast his vote 
for his choice. This would enable 
the voter to vote for all five candi¬ 
dates for council, if he so chose, and 
also vote a second time to indicate 
who should be mayor. However, 
this second vote would be advisory 
only; council could conceivably de¬ 
cide not to elect the voters' choice— 
but Weidenfeld felt this would be 
extremely unlikely, 

Weidenfeld’s suggestion would 
necessitate no change in the char¬ 
ter. Mayor Richard Pilski's sug¬ 
gestion, however, would—if the 
council were to recommend it— 
necessitate such a change. 

Another Viewpoint 

Pilski seeks a direct vote for ma¬ 
yor among those candidates run¬ 
ning solely for that office. In a 
separate mayoral race those losing 
would not get a seat on council. 

A number of things were wrong 
with the current system, Pilski 
stated. The current system tends 
to "stifle new blood and keep the 
seats for individuals already on 
council (the incumbents)." He also 
feared that a coalition from outside 
the core of Greenbelt might form 
to prevent the highest vote-getter 
from receiving the mayor’s job. 
“Greenbelt is no longer a small 
city . . . there is no system of 
recall , . council doesn't have to 
elect the person with the most 
votes ..." he argued. 

Members of the committee seem 
ed perplexed over the desire of 
some to change the current system. 
“It was not the intent of the found¬ 
ing fathers to have the electorate 
select the mayor" commented Nat 
Shinderman, committee member. 
Another committee member, Jule 
Churchill, reasoned that “If we have 
a direct vote for mayor, it would 
lead to a party system—and I 
don’t want that for Greenbelt." 
Councilman Richard Castaldi 
thought “it is bad to have a fight for 
one position." 

Weidenfeld suggested that his

Promises, Promises - as County 
And Developer Meet with City

The promise of improved communication lines among county 
agencies, the developer and the city of Greenbelt eased somewhat 
the tensions created by the recent clearing of nearly one-half of 
the Greenbelt Triangle tract. This promise and a pledge by 
Triangle owner-representative Kenneth Michael to send grading, 
site and other plans to the city as soon as they were available 
were made at a meeting called by W.C. Dutton, Jr., chairman of 
the Prince Georges County Planning Board, on November 4 at the 
Municipal Building. Engaging in a frank give-and-take session 
lasting almost two hours were representatives of the Maryland- 
National Capital Park and Planning Commission (MNCPPC) and 
the Department of Licenses and Permits (DLP), County Council¬ 
man Francis White, Triangle owner-representative Kenneth Mi¬ 
chael and his engineer, city council members and the city manager. 

While city council members wel- staff’s opinion, grading activities

corned stejs that would prevent a 
repetition of the fiasco of previous 
weeks, nevertheless, they deplored 
the breakdown in communications 
and procedures that permitted (1) 
an amended Capitol Cadillac grad 
ing plan (from 6.5 acres to 27 acres) 
to be approved by DLP without 
first being referred to MNCPPC 
for review and recommendation, (2) 
grading on land other than Cadillac 
before individual site plans were 
approved, as required by the Plan¬ 
ning Board’s conditions (see adjoin¬ 
ing conditions), (3) leveling of trees 
flagged for saving on the Cadillac 
site, (4) clearing operations to start 
without implementation of required 
sedimentation controls and (5) 
moving of excessive amounts of 
earth cut from the Cadillac site to 
an area next to the Beltway that 
may or may not be used for a 
ramp in the future. 

The failure of DLP to route the 
amended plan to MNCPPC prior to 
approving the grading permit for a 
total of 27 acres resulted in the 
city's not being apprised of the 
request for additional grading. Ma¬ 
yor Richard Pilski decried the fact 
that the “city found out about the 
clearing operations only after the 
bulldozers were at work." MNCPPC 
iearned about the activity even 
after the city became aware of it. 

DLP director James Novak told 
county officials at the recent county 
executive’s Town Meeting that the 
failure to refer was an “oversight." 
At Friday’s meeting Chief Building 
Inspector Arthur Brown explained 
that the amended plan has now 
been rerouted to MNCPPC. Coun¬ 
cilman Charles Schwan opined, 
“Rerouting after an admission of 
oversight was after the fact - a little 
late for intelligent comment by 
MNCPPC and the city." 

Schwan stressed the importance 
of the city's receiving timely notice 
of plans submitted to the county 
at any stage as well as at the time 
permits are issued within the city’s 
boundaries. 

Michael said, “This won’t happen 
again. Whether or not the law re¬ 
quires it, we will submit plans to 
the city." He instructed Dave 
Murray of Ben Dyer Associates, 
Inc. to send plans to the city at 
the same time they are sent to 
him. 

Francis White stressed that no¬ 
tices of permits should be for¬ 
warded to the city and that 
this could probably be accom 
plished administratively. 

No Basis for Denial 

Councilman Richard Castaldi, 
speaking in his capacity as MNC¬ 
PPC Supervisor of Zoning Informa¬ 
tion and Permits, explained that 
when the agency found out 
that the Cadillac Plan was amen¬ 
ded, DLP was contacted and 
asked to halt all work on the 
Triangle. “We were ready," he 
said, “to deny clearing of the addi 
tional acreage based on the Plan¬ 
ning Board’s conditions, which the 
staff felt protected the area from 
grading." However, he added, 
MNCPPC’s legal staff felt there was 
no basis for denial, since the lan¬ 
guage of the conditions, with par¬ 
ticular reference to “in the building 
permit stage," was not tight enough 
to sustain the action. Dutton con¬ 
curred in this judgment. 

DLP officials have argued that the 
conditions required site plan appro¬ 
val “in the building permit stage," 
which, in their opinion, does not 
include grading. Brown said if 
grading was intended, then the term 
should have been used specifically. 

Apparently, in light of the legal 


can go ahead. However, county re¬ 
quirements with respect to soil sta¬ 
bilization and sedimentation control 
must be satisfied. 

Councilman Gil Weidenfeld ex¬ 
pressed dismay that there was “no 
law to prohibit a property owner 
from clearing and grading an. entire 
tract, portions of which may remain 
vacant for many years ... all we 
will have is a big open field and dirt 
on a ramp that may or may not be 
built . . . The county has lost con¬ 
trol when this happens." As ana 
ther example of the county’s not 
maintaining control, he cited the 
bulldozing of trees on the Cadillac 
site. “If Greenbelt did not make 
a commotion," he said, “further 
clearing might have been done." He 
felt corrective legislation was need 
ed. 

Brown observed that there was a 
weakness in the law. “You lose 
control," he said, “if only grading 
is done.” 

Landscaping 

Mayor Richard Pilski asked for 
assurances that trees would be re¬ 
planted on the Cadillac site. Michael 
explained that cutting down trees 
that were to be saved came about 
as a result of a mixup. “Thought we 
had everything nailed down," he 
said, “I was handling the grading 
operation and Capitol Cadillac the 
building operation . , . Apparently 
the two were not reconciled. . . We 
will take care of replanting."

Will Greenbelt 
Carry the Ball?

Greenbelt will once again be at 
the head of the charge of the Light 
Brigade next Monday evening, Nov. 
14, at the Public Forum at 7:30 
p.m. at Northwestern High School. 
At its meeting on Mon., Nov. 7 
the City Council expressed strong 
sentiments to the effect that Green 
belt citizens will have to stress the 
importance of the construction of 
the “E" Route of the METRO line. 
Of seven proposed alternate routes, 
the three which will most likely 
be highlighted are the “no-build" 
alternate; the 1-95 alternate; and 
the “E" route. According to coun¬ 
cil members the “no-build" and 1-95 
alternates would not serve the in¬ 
terests of this portion of Prince 
George’s County, nor provide trans¬ 
portation benefit, yet those same 
residents would carry the cost bur¬ 
den. If the people of the county are 
to become a part of the METRO, 
system, council states, then a MET 
RO line must terminate in this 
area. In their estimation the “E" 
Route would fulfill this need as it 
would end in the Springhil! Lake 
industrial area near the Beltway 
and the Baltimore & Ohio tracks. 

The voice which has been heard 
loudly and clearly has been that of 
the anti-Greenbelt-line faction. 
Counciimen Gil Weidenfeld and 
Tom White attended a recent meet¬ 
ing of a Pro-METRO group but 
feel that more support of the “E" 
Route alternate is necessary at the 
public forum to make it a reality. 
The city council will appear at the 
Nov. 14 meeting to press its choice 
of route. The support of all Green- 
belters, they say, is essential. Back¬ 
ground material appears elsewhere 
in this edition of the News Review. 
The council urges all Greenbelteri 
to familiarize themselves with the 
proposed alternates and to demon 
strate their interest and support by 
attending the meeting at North 
western High School. 
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Speak Up Greenbelt ! 


If Gieenbelt lesidents really do favor the completion of the 
full 100-mile METHOrail system by a 64% majority as indicated 
in the city’s questionnaire last September (reported in the Nov. 
issue of the News Review) and if residents really do prefer by 
'8G the modified ARS alignment with its terminus in Greenbelt, 
then now is the time to let our voices be heard. 

The Corridor Task Force, charged with developing possible 
alternatives to the original ARS alignment, is holding a Public 
Forum on Monday, November 14. at 7:30 p.m. at Northwestern High 
School. This forum seeks to test the political trade winds: What do 
county residents really want and how much will they pay for it? 
Tlie forum is Greenbelt’s best chance to tell our county elected 
officials as well as members of the task force that we do want the 
entire Greenbelt E Line built and we do want the terminus to be 
located in Greenbelt. 

Kenneth Collins, transportation coordinator for the county 
program planning and economic development department, assures 
residents that their views are wanted and will be taken into 
consideration as the Task Force selects up to three altrnatives 
for the Greenbelt corridor. (See separate article for details of 
the seven alternates.) 

These alternates will be reviewed next by the Prince Georges 
County Council before being sent on to the Policy Steering Com¬ 
mittee. This committee, with the help of their consulants in an 
elimination process of several months, will narrow the field 
to one preferred transit system. 

If Greenbelters’ views are not expressed, they can be no part 
of this process of selection.

GREENBELT COMMUNITY CHURCH 
CELEBRATES 40TH ANNIVERSARY

Greenbelt Community Church will celebrate its 40th Anni¬ 
versary with a special Candlelight Community Service this Sunday, 
November 13, at 8 p.m. This will mark 40 years since the first 
church service was held on November 14, 1937. Since its inception 
Greenbelt Community Church has been an ecumenical, interde¬ 
nominational church comprising people from varying denomina¬ 
tional backgrounds and theological viewpoints. The following 
is a brief history. 


Early History 

In November, 1937, shortly after 
the arrival of the first settlers in 
the new model village of Greenbelt, 
a group of Protestants interested 
in the religious life of the new com¬ 
munity called a meeting. From 
this meeting the first Protestant 
church in Greenbelt was organized, 
a church which would satisfy the 
religious needs of the entire com¬ 
munity. Dr. Worth M. Tippy, Sec¬ 
retary of the Federal Council of 
Churches, in Washington, was in¬ 
vited to assist in making necessary 
arrangements for the establishment 
of the church. He conferred with 
government officials and Roy Bra¬ 
den, Community Manager. Per¬ 
mission was granted to hold ser¬ 
vices in the Community Building, 
which is now Center School. 

The first service was held on No¬ 
vember 14, 1937, with Dr. Tippy 
leading. The choir of ten voices 
sang, and 166 people attended. The 
following Sunday the first Sunday 
School was held with 61 children 
attending. On December 21, 1937, 
a church Nursery was established 
by Mrs. Edward Halley. On March 
6, 1938, Rev. A, B. Matson of Ber¬ 
wyn officiated at the first commun¬ 
ion service in Greenbelt Communi¬ 
ty Church. 

On April 24, 1938, the church Or¬ 
ganization Committee selected Rev. 
R. L. Kincheloe as its first Pastor. 
He began his duties as Pastor dur¬ 
ing the first two Sundays of June, 
1938. Kincheloe found a unique 
religious situation in Greenbelt. Of 
the families in the town at that 
time, 16 were Morman, 8 Quaker, 62 
Jewish, 183 Catholic, and 300 of var¬ 
ious denominations. Within a short 
time the membership of the Com¬ 
munity Church was 240 and there 
were 240 children enrolled in the 
Sunday School. 

From its earliest days, the mem¬ 
bers of Greenbelt Community 
Church looked upon their church as 
interdenominational and ecumeni¬ 
cal. At its annual meeting on April 
16, 1961, the membership voted un¬ 
animously to approve the Constitu¬ 
tion of the United Church of Christ 
(merger of Congregational Chris¬ 
tian and Evangelical-Reformed de

nominations) and to affiliate with 
the United Church of Christ, retain¬ 
ing its autonomy and name of 
Greenbelt Community Church. 

Plans for Building 

Even in the early years, there 
was talk about a church building. 
An Associated Press news item in 
a local Washington newspaper is 
of interest: “Mrs. Franklin D. Roos¬ 
evelt conferred today with leaders 
of the government’s housing de¬ 
velopment at Greenbelt, Maryland, 
regarding a proposed church which 
would permit Protestants, Catholics, 
Mormons and Jews to hold services 
simultaneously under one roof. The 
suggestion for a joint building 
which would have four separate 
sanctuaries is still in the discussion 
stage, according to Rev. Robert, , 
Kincheloe, Pastor , . ” 

Kincheloe resigned in December 
of 1941 to enter the Army, and Rev. 
Wilmer P. Johnston became the 
second minister of the church. Ac¬ 
tivities continued to increase and 
grow during his pastorate. Due to 
ill health, Johnston resigned in May, 
1946, and was succeeded by Rev. 
Eric T. Braund. A Building Com 
mittee was formed and definite 
plans made, engaging the services 
of Ferrara and McLeod, Architects 
(who later were to win awards for 
the building) and conducted a suc¬ 
cessful building fund drive. Many 
technicalities had to be overcome 
to secure land since the government 
was the landlord. With the help 
again of Mrs. Roosevelt, publicity by 
Kate Smith on her then famous ra¬ 
dio program, and on-the spot work 
of Charles Cormack (then the PHA 
Resident Manager), land was se¬ 
cured. The ground breaking cere¬ 
mony was held on June 5, 1949. 

Following the resignation of 
Braund in January, 1957, to accept 
a position of Director of the Phila¬ 
delphia Office of the National Con¬ 
ference of Christians and Jews, a 
pastoral committee was formed to 
select a new minister. At the An¬ 
nual Membership Meeting on March 
10, 1957, the membership voted to

call Rev. Donald N. Mackenzie ef¬ 
fective May, 1957. 

In April, 1957, the All Souls Mem¬ 
orial Organ was dedicated. The 
organ, a Moller Pipe Organ, was the 
culmination of many desires, hard 
work on the part of Stanley Ed¬ 
wards, Don Kern, Jim Beck and 
others who helped install it, and 
the generous gifts of many individ¬ 
uals. 

Greenbelt Community Church 
called the Rev. Kenneth Wyatt as 
their pastor in 1960 and he served 
until 1967. The Rev. Robert Field 
served from 1968 until 1973. And 
then after a period of interim min¬ 
isters from 1973 to 1975 Greenbelt 
Community Church called the Revs. 
Sherry and Harry Taylor as Co- 
Pastors in 1975. 

Greenbelt Community Church has 
a history of willingness to cooperate 
ecumenically with other churches, 
to experiment with new approaches 
in education and worship, and to be 
an involved part of the community 
of Greenbelt.

And 6 Alternatives

Tho “Metrorail Alternatives Anal¬ 
ysis,” an eight-month study of 
mass transit options along the 
Greenbelt and four other corridors, 
was prepared for the Metropolitan 
Council of Governments (COG) by 
its consultants, Peat, Marwick, and 
Mitchell. 

At the direction of the Urban 
Mass Transportation Administra¬ 
tion, the federal agency which par¬ 
tially funds METROrail, local gov¬ 
ernment officials, agreed to conduct 
a study of various transit alterna¬ 
tives to the full METROrail system. 
A Policy Steering Committee, com¬ 
posed of senior elected and appoin¬ 
ted officials was established to sup¬ 
ervise the study and ultimately so 
.leet a preferred regional system. 

The Greenbelt route was not ori¬ 
ginally among those required by 
U.M.T.A. to be studied but the 
Prince Georges County Council in¬ 
sisted on including it. 

The report, released on October 
14, was funded in part through a 
grant from the United States De¬ 
partment of Transportation, Urban 
Mass Transportation Administra¬ 
tion. 

The 10-page summary of the 
Analysis contains a brief discus¬ 
sion of each of the alternatives, in¬ 
cluding cost estimates for complet 
mg and operating each one. De¬ 
tailed characteristics of the six 
E Route alternatives include (1) 
the extent and alignment of Metro¬ 
rail service^, (2) parking facul¬ 
ties, (3) improvement of express 
bus facilities, (4) light rail transit 
systems, (5) improvements to the 
B&O commuter rail service, and 
(6) highway access improvements. 

The study used certain measure 
ments in order to evaluate and 
make compai’isons among the al¬ 
ternatives, The measurements 
show the use of resources and the 
neighborhood and environmental 
impacts such as capital costs; route 
miles, stations, fleet size; passenger 
trips by, Metrorail, bus, auto; en¬ 
ergy used and community impact. 

The Greenbelt E-Line fares well , 
by comparison with the 1-95 alter¬ 
natives. The 1-95 line would be more 
expensive in cash required, capital 
and operating costs. While the route 
miles would be slightly less for 
1-95 than the E-line bus miles need 
ed would be greater, 70 additional 
buses would be required. The num¬ 
ber of required trips on the I 95 
route is higher for both rail and 
bus, WMATA and total passenger 
trips. The study does show fewer 
auto trips required with the 1-95 
route, slightly less energy utilized 
and slightly fewer hydrocarbons 
and other air pollutants. Commun¬ 
ity impact differences are negli¬ 
gible. 

The Alternatives 

“Max” (E-l): The modified Ad¬ 
opted Regional System <ARS> — 
Metrorail line running from Gal¬ 
lery PI. via Ft. Totten and Prince 
Georges Plaza to the B&O tracks, 
terminating at the Beltway (prob¬ 
ably in the Springhill Lake indus¬ 
trial area). (Alternate alignments 
between Ft. Totten and Prince Ge 
orges Plaza are considered in part 
as sub-alternatives.) Current B&O 
commuter rail from Baltimore to 
Washington; neighborhood feeder 
bus lines to Metrorail stations. 

1-95 Terminus (E-2): Metrorail 
line from Gallery PI. to 1-95; im¬ 
proved B&O commuter rail to Un 
ion Station; enhanced neighborhood 
feeder bus system to Metrorail sta¬ 
tions. 

Prince Georges Plaza Terminus 
(E-3): Metrorail line from Gallery 
pi. to PG Plaza; improved B&O 
commuter rail to Union Station, 
enhanced neighborhood feeder bus 
system to Metrorail stations; Park- 
end- Ride express buses from I- 
95 to Stadium Armory station.

The mass transit alternatives 
range from “max” — part of the 
modified Adopted Regional System 
< ARS), with its terminus probably 
in the Springhill Lake industrial 
area next to the B&O tracks at the 
Beltway to “null” or “do-noth¬ 
ing/ ’ Other alternatives include 
various METRO rail alignments, 
greater use of express bus services, 
improvements in commuter rail op¬ 
erations. and the development of 
light rail transit. 

A brief presentation giving 
relevant facts concerning each al¬ 
ternative rather than an evaluation 
of one alternative over another 
will precede public discussion. Cit¬ 
izens wishing to speak may find 
their time limited and, thus, are 
urged to present their views in 
writing, either that evening or by 
mail. Written comments should 
be sent as soon as possible, but no 
later than November 16, to Cor¬ 
ridor Task Force Co-Chairman, De¬ 
partment of Program and Planning 
and Economic Development, Coun¬ 
ty Administration Building, Upper 
Marlboro, Maryland, 20870. 

The forum will be held before the 
Corridor Task Force, a group of 
transportation professional staff 
representing elected county and 
District of Columbia government 
officials. This Task Force, which 
received the report Oct. 14, must 
recommend up to three alternatives 
to the Policy Steering Committee 
by Nov. 23. The Prince Georges 
County Council will have a few 
days in which to review the Task 
Force findings and either endorse 
or revise them. 

Citizens seeking more detailed 

information may xefer to either a 
10 page summary of the E Route 
alternatives or to the full techni¬ 
cal report (157 pages) and accomp¬ 
anying technical appendices (229 
pages). Both reports are available 
at the Greenbelt library, and will 
be available at the public forum.

The ceremony in her honor will 
be held on Nov. 12, from 10 a.m. - 
1 p.m. in conjunction with the dedi 
cation of an ice rink to Herbert 
Wells, formerly a Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commissioner. 

Ellen Linson began her carreer as 
the Recreation Director for Prince 
Georges County’s new Recreation 
Department in 1950. In those early 
years (before the Department was 
associated with the Park and Plan 
ning Commission) there were no 
public tennis courts, golf courses 
or public pools. Linson arranged 
to bring children from other areas 
to the Greenbelt pool during the hot 
summer months. She continued to 
urge the Recreation Department to 
build more pools but basketball 
courts, tennis courts and other fa¬ 
cilities received first priority. Later 
she was successful in securing the 
construction of temporary, above¬ 
ground pools. 

Ellen Linson retired from the 
Commission in 1970, but she remains 
active in community affairs. She 
is a volunteer for the Red Cross 
“Meals on Wheels” program (hot 
meals are delivered to anyone who 
is unable to prepare meals for 
themselves) and for HELP, a group 
that provides emergency transpor¬ 
tation, food and clothing to famil¬ 
ies. She is active in mental health 
organizations and concerns herself 
with the handicapped and under¬ 
privileged in the county. She is a 
Past President of the Maryland So¬ 
ciety of Recreation and Parks; a 
member of the National Society of 
Recreation and Parks; an honorary 
life member of the Maryland Rec¬ 
reation and Parks Association; a 
member of the American Associa 
tion of University Women and of 
the County Community Action Com¬ 
mittee. 

Prior to the dedication on Satur¬ 
day the Washington Capitals will 
conduct a practice scrimmage from 
10 ajm, - 12 p.m. The entire pro¬ 
gram is open to the public.

Rehabilitating GHI Homes 

(Currently Greenbelt Homes, Inc 
is considering major rehabilitatior 
•* its 1.579 brick, masonry am' 
frame townhouses. The following 
article is the second in a series o( 
background stories and deals with 
*hc initial work of the Long Rang, 
banning Committee. The first ar 
fcde appeared in the Oct. 20 issue 
** 0,8 Review and detailed 

*»e history leading up to the for¬ 
mation of the current LRPC, and 
ihe board of directors’ decision to 
»•«* a master plan for the rehabiii- 
Nation of GHI’s homes). 

Rehabilitation to roofs and float¬ 
ing- plants, gutters and sidewalks 
Iwgatt in 1968 and continued 
trough 1972, based on the recom¬ 
mendations of an engineering sur¬ 
vey of the homes. However, both 
the board and the membership 
•might a master plan for the future 
♦f GHI. 

£*t May 1974, the membership 
^ccffically directed the board to 
•ome up with long-range plans for 
Mve, ten and twenty year goals. 

As the board sought to implement 
tfcis charge, it reaffirmed the need 
for a master plan. A board memo 

that time stated, "Master plan¬ 
ning is regarded by many as one of 
the most important aspects of man¬ 
agement. Corporations or agencies 
operating without a master plan 
may be equated to that of a ship 
without a rudder . . . Much like a 
rudder, a master plan functions as 
guidance mechanism needed for 
•festive management. , . ” 

Hie board formed the current 
IJtPC in mid 1974, proposing the 
following broad guidelines: 1) de¬ 
velopment of a master plan includ¬ 
ing ft program to insure eventual 
orderly and economical major im¬ 
provement, renovation . . . and 2) 
propose methods of financing the 
rteommended programs, including 
governmental assistance. 

Heating Problems* 

One major problem could not 
watt for solution through the mas- 
mr plan, and that was the steam 
Moating plants in the north end of 
l which served the frame units. 
With rising fuel costs and anti- 
qmted equipment, by the winter 

1974, heating the frames was con¬ 
suming 50-60% of their mainten¬ 
ance budget. Repairs were costly 
am steam leaks caused structural 
4i«oage — condensation within 
wwfls, rotting wooden sills, termite 
•Uitnage. Thus, a major conversion 
•f tfac frame heating plants from 
•Wwum to hot water had to take 
pimmediately—and all work 
m this area has been accomplished. 

At this time, also, an experiment 
wi di solar heat was begun. With 
NASA paying most of the expenses, 
mme row of masonry homes on 
Smitiiway was converted to solar 
M*ftt and is now fully operational. 

Major Problems 

•uring this period, the LRPC 
teied to determine what other ma¬ 
jor structural, electrical, and plum¬ 
bing problems faced the co-op. 
'Hie following were listed as the 
Most serious problem areas: 

lit the frame homes—roofs, boil¬ 
ers, siding beginning to soften, 
windows, doors, poaches, parking 
•ourte replaced or relocated, side¬ 
walks, termites, electrical capacity 
(Iwes are 30 years old and don’t 
meet today’s standards),, walls 
loot's, gutters, downspouts, crawl 
spaoas. (The crawl spaces have 
been insulated as part of the 
Meat conversion program.) 

Ik the brick and masonry homes 
—roofs, casement windows, heating 
pjant„s and temperature controls, 
♦leMbrical capacity, additional park¬ 
ing, lighting of inner walkways. 

Why Rehabilitation? 

Rehabilitation was preferred by 
•ommittee over renewal in or¬ 
der to maintain Greenbelt’s special 
or imique qualities. Rehabilitation, 
it vwu» felt, would provide a safe, 
•oMifortable and attractive home in 
a Mean and attractive setting. To 
further these ends, members should 
hare adequate electrical outlets, 
sufficient storage space, moderate 
temperatures when heat is on, effi¬ 
cient use of fuel, the ability to add 
aa addition if space is available. 
Replacement of trees and shrubs 
as well as other landscaping fea¬ 
tures Should be included in the 
overall master plan. 


Philosophy 

In 1976, in its first report to the 
membership, the LRPC adopted a 
basic philosophy which would gov¬ 
ern all of its future decisions. 

1) that the present form of the 
community would be retained, 

2) that rehabilitation is preferred 
over renewal, 

3) that a major object of reha¬ 
bilitation should be a drastic re¬ 
duction in operating and mainten¬ 
ance costs ... and safeguarding 
the character of the community 
and the condition and value of the 
property, 

4) that the extended system of 
green spaces, walkways, tot lots and 
other exterior amenities should be 
continued and expanded, 

5) that expansion of parking 
courts and driveways ... is recom¬ 
mended providing it has no detri¬ 
mental effect on the local environ¬ 
ment. 

The board approved the concepts 
developed by the LRPC as well as 
its advice to hire consultants. Sub¬ 
sequently, Mark Beck Associates, 
Inc. (architects and planners) and 
Morton Hoffman and Co., Inc. (ur¬ 
ban and economic consultants) 
were hired to prepare the master 
plan. 

In early December of this year, 
the draft master plan from the ar¬ 
chitects will be ready for the 
board’s review followed by reports 
to and meetings with the member¬ 
ship, planned for January. 

(The next article will report on 
how GHI chose its consultants, and 
other assistance rendered to the 
co-op by the Univ, of Md. This 
series has been prepared for GHI 
by Sandra Barnes.)

Murray produced a landscape 
plan showing the replacement of 
the trees. 

Urban Design Coordinator Robert 
Kline offered to work with Michael 
to achieve corrections on the site. 
He and Urban Design Director 
Monte Kolste said they would wel¬ 
come receiving all plans, especially 
including that for sedimentation 
control and grading with the goal of 
preserving as many of the natural 
features of the tract as possible. 

Council members thought that 
having prior knowledge of the plans 
could have prevented some of the 
unfortunate occurrences of the past 
weeks. They stressed their willing¬ 
ness to cooperate with Michael. 

“Let’s get together and talk about 
how are we going to make this tract 
beautiful for you,” said Pilski, who 
noted he had never been enamored 
with the Triangle plan for develop¬ 
ment. 

Michael told council he wanted 
better cooperation, “I want to work 
with the city . . . forget the laws . . . 
if I have to be here every evening 
to see that you are up to date, I 
will do so.” 

Michael and Murray explained 
that the grading plan elevations con¬ 
formed to that of the concept plan 
and that the excessive amount of 
earth cut from the Cadillac site 
and placed elsewhere on the Tri¬ 
angle was necessitated when Cadil¬ 
lac was forced to relocate after the 
State Higlnvay Administration an 
nounced its intention to purchase 
part of the original site for use as 
a possible ramp to the Beltway. 
Michael said that hauling away the 
earth would have added excessively 
to the cost of development. He 
added that additional acreage has 
been cleared for use as roads and 
sedimentation controls needed to 
support the Cadillac facility. 

Brown reported that sedimenta¬ 
tion controls were being implemen¬ 
ted on the tract but that bad wea¬ 
ther had slowed the operation. 

City manager James K. Giese 
expressed concern that the clearing 
operations had interfered adversely 
with the natural drainage of city 
property (Indian Spring) in the 
northern portion of the Triangle. 

AND ON MONDAY 

Council unanimously passed mo 
tions to: (1) Request the Prince 
Georges County Council to (a) pass 
legislation to prevent a developer 
from cutting trees and replacing 
them with nursery trees unless ap¬ 
proved by MNCPPC where site plan 
approval is required, and (b) pass 
corrective legislation to prohibit the 
premature clearing and grading of 
land that would require site plan 
approval for development. 

The concern that the language of 
the motions was not specific e- 
nough was overridden by the ur¬ 
gency of impressing upon the coun¬ 
ty council the need to improve and 
correct county laws in an effort to 
upgrade the quality of life for all 
residents. Council stressed that 
premature clearing and grading of 
land adversely affects the environ¬ 
ment by eroding the land and pol¬ 
luting the streams. 

A letter will also be sent to the 
county executive stating that coun¬ 
cil wants and expects to be advised 
immediately when a grading or any 
other permit is issued by the county 
within the city’s boundaries. 

The city staff was also instructed 
to investigate the possibility, feasi¬ 
bility and procedure of instituting 
a permit system for clearing and 
grading land in Greenbelt, under 
the city charter. The proposal was 
suggested by councilman Richard 
Castaldi, who said the city is now 
dependent on the enforcement of 
permits by the county and felt the 
city should have its own controls to 
protect its environment. 

Creenbeit Lake Clean-Up 

A thorough clean-up of Green- 
belt Lake and the surrounding 
area was held last Saturday by the 
Greenbelt JAYCEES. Members of 
Greenbelt Boy Scout Troops 746 
and 1746 assisted the JAYCEES in 
this project. Coffee, soft drinks and 
sweet rolls were served to the com¬ 
munity minded participants. 

In addition to the usual assort¬ 
ment of bottles, cans, paper and 
other sundry trash, many unique 
and interesting items were collect¬ 
ed during the operation such as: a 
radiator, football, hubcaps, pot¬ 
bellied stove, tires, shoes, gas can, 
and a handbag, one of the finest 
catches ever netted. 
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CONDITIONS 

In approving the preliminary 
plan of subdivision for the 55 
- Plus acre Greenbelt Triangle 
tract in 1976 the Prince Georges 
County Planning Board stipu¬ 
lated the following: 1. There 
must be approval of a site plan 
for each individual parcel on 
the tract in the building permit 
stage, such site plan to be eval ¬ 
uated in its relationship to other 
approved plans to include: 

(a) site analysis in regard to 
natural development constraints, 
(b) general location of property, 
land uses on the site and inten¬ 
sities of development; (c) re¬ 
lationship of the proposed uses 
to access, internal circulation, 
parking and open space; (a) 
above are for purposes of ref¬ 
erence as to the proper con¬ 
figuration of the proposed in¬ 
dividual lots, landscaping pro¬ 
posed with particular regard 
to visibility of the property from 
the Beltway, and provision of a 
storm water management pro¬ 
gram. 

2. Provision of satisfactory as¬ 
surances of a limitation of office 
building development of 450,000 
square feet until it is demon¬ 
strated that increased capacity 
of access road would permit the 
establishment of new ceilings. 

3. The Planning Board will con¬ 
sult with the city of Greenbelt 
in its review of the site plans 
for the individual parcels. 

4. Provision for sufficient ac¬ 
cess to the property on the nor¬ 
thern end of the tract owned by 
Greenbelt. 


Latest on Elderly Housing

During the past two weeks the 
city has moved forward several 
small steps toward realization of 
tlie elderly housing facility. 

Council accepted an amended 
version of its contract with the 
Department of Urban Housing and 
Development (HUD) for open-space 
funds used in 1972 to purchase the 
Ridge Road Center (RRC). Since 
the RRC is to be torn down and the 
land utilized for the elderly hous¬ 
ing facility, other property—speci¬ 
fically 9.9 acres in the adjacent 
Parcel 1 had to be substituted. 
HUD accepted the substitution and 
forwarded the amended contract 
for council to approve which it did 
unanimously. 

The new contract frees the RRC 
property of restrictions under the 
open space grant, thus making it 
legally available for the elderly pro¬ 
ject. The city may now go ahead 
and conclude its loan agreement 
with the State of Maryland for 
financing the construction of the 
elderly housing. 

Advisory Committee 

The Advisory Committee on El¬ 
derly Housing met Tuesday, Octo¬ 
ber 25. City Manager, James K. 
Geise, gave a run-down of events 
which had occured since their last 
meeting a month earlier. 

A non-profit corporation, he said, 
has been created to operate the 
senior citizens facility. Council will 
sit as the board of directors. How¬ 
ever, the board cannot meet until 
council has indicated its preference 
for a loan attorney, who will be 
officially employed at the first meet¬ 
ing of the board. Business will also 
include the acceptance of the low 
bid of Harkin, Inc. for construction 
of the building to cost $2.5 million 
dollars. 

Also heeded before construction 
can begin, Giese reported to the 
committee, will be the signing of a 
loan agreement with the State. 

The long-awaited ground break¬ 
ing, perhaps still to take place in 
November as planned, will begin 
with a bang as the contractors de¬ 
molish the RRC building, the pre¬ 
sent home of Greenbelt CARES. 
However, CARES’ new housing, on 
the second floor of the municipal 
building won’t be ready before mid- 
January at the earliest, thus tem¬ 
porary quarters for CARES must 
be found in the next few weeks. 

The Advisory Committee also dis¬ 
cussed possible names for the elder¬ 
ly housing building and will for¬ 
ward its recommendations to the 
board for the final selection. 


CITY NOTES 

New curb and gutter work was 
accomplished. Several storm sew¬ 
ers that have been obstructed were 
cleaned and the line that carries 
water from a spring above Orange 
Court in Lakewood was cleaned of 
roots. Some street patching was 
done on an emergency basis due to 
the rainy condition. All pedestrian 
underpasses were cleaned. 

Ruts in the new Northway (land¬ 
fill) ballfield, caused by a four 
wheel drive vehicle were filled. 
Parks and playgrounds were clean¬ 
ed and brush was removed from 
roadsides. Debris was cleaned from 
the gravel portion of Ridge Road 
from Ivy Lane up to Lastner Lane 
past the Furey property. There has 
been a manpower shortage on the 
CETA crew due to illness and the 
one or two remaining crewmen have 
been aiding the park crew. 

Work at the Youth Center in¬ 
volved painting and preparing the 
gymnasium floor for refinishing. 

The refuse crew was on holiday 
schedule last week and everything 
went well. The paper collection 
netted 10 tons, 460 lbs. Part of this 
included some paper left over from 
last week. 

CARES 

During the month of October: 
counseled 101 individuals of whom 
10 were under 18 years old. Also 
16 students were tutored; eight 
youths obtained jobs including mov¬ 
ing, babysitting and cleaning; three 
children worked with Big Sibs.

The grant application is an up¬ 
dated version of the original 1974 
application, revised to include the 
effects of inflation and new equip¬ 
ment needs. 

The federal grant would consti¬ 
tute 80 percent of the estimated 
funds needed to purchase and re¬ 
habilitate rail equipment and im¬ 
prove 18 stations on the commuter 
line. The remaining 20 percent will 
be provided by the state and the 
counties in which the service is lo¬ 
cated.
